Their automobile has been put
through tests unnecessarily severe
and has proven ‘its worth beyond
all possible: question, Boiler scale
is impossible, there are no pilot
lights, burner plates nor needle
valves, nor packing that can give
trquble, and it i8 impossible to
“burn up the boller,”

The car has all the remarkable
advantgges that a steam car ought

to have. There are no gears to
shift, there is no clutch nor self-
starter; it is noligeless, yet without

[cold in less than thirty seconds,
even in cold weather, It success-
fully burns low-grade oil and gives
{a very high mileage per gallon.
To start the car it is merely nec-
| essary to open the throttle and go.
To climb a hill the driver simply
opens the throttle a little wider.
The Doble does not seem to know
the difference between hills and
level reads. .

Doble steam cars are now being
manufactured, but the demand for
them has been so extraordinary
that it is compulsory that a large
factory “be built at once and heavy
production  started. The Doble
brothers have adopted the wise plan
of going to the public for the nec-
essary capital, as every purchaser
of even a small block of their se-
curities becomes another-booster for
the Doble steam car.
